FRENCH TV LAST NIGHT SHOWED A SHORT FILM OF PRESIDENT SADAT AND 
SECRETARY KISSINGER DURING THEIR TALKS IN CAIRO WITH SADAT QUOTED 
AS BEING "VERY SATISFIED" OVER THE RESULTS OF THE MEETING.

A BEIRUT CORRESPONDENT EOR MODERATELY CONSERVATIVE /FIGARO/ OF
